 On September 24, 2002, Nemont Telephone Cooperative, Inc. (Nemont), Missouri Valley 
Communications, Inc. (MVC) and Reservation Telephone Cooperative (Reservation Telephone) 
(collectively, Acquiring Companies), and Citizens Telecommunications Company of North 
Dakota (Citizens) filed a joint petition for a waiver of the study area boundary freeze as codified 
in the Appendix-Glossary of Part 36 of the Commission’s rules.1  The requested waiver would 
allow Citizens to alter the boundaries of its existing North Dakota study area to remove from its 
study area three exchanges (approximately 10,698 access lines) that it is transferring to the 
Acquiring Companies.  The waiver would also allow the Acquiring Companies to add the 
purchased exchanges to their respective study areas. 
 
 Reservation Telephone also seeks a waiver of section 61.41(c)(2) of the Commission’s 
price cap rules which require non-price cap companies, and the telephone companies with which 
they are affiliated, to become subject to price cap regulation after acquiring a price cap company

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or any part thereof.2  The requested waiver would permit Reservation Telephone to continue 
operating as a non-price cap company once Reservation acquires lines from Citizens which is a 
price cap company.  Also, the Acquiring Companies seek a waiver of section 69.3(e)(11) of the 
Commission’s rules so that the Acquiring Companies can include the exchanges they acquire 
from Citizens in the National Exchange Carrier Association pools upon the closing date of the 
acquisition.3  Finally, Nemont, an average schedule company, and its newly formed subsidiary 
MVC, seek a waiver of section 69.605(c) so that Nemont and MVC may operate as average 
schedule companies after MVC acquires an exchange from Citizens which will be added to 
Nemont’s existing North Dakota study area.4  The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment 
on the Joint Petition.  
 

Pursuant to Sections 1.415 and 1.419 of the Commission's rules, 47 C.F.R. §§ 1.415, 
1.419, interested parties may file comments on or before December 2, 2002, and reply 
comments on or before December 17, 2002.  Comments may be filed using the Commission's 
Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.
